DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: the invention includes 28 drawings with 8 different 
embodiments. 

a) Figures 1 and 3 are drawn to an audio control signal transmission and 
reception apparatus, respectively. 

b) Figure 5 is drawn to another configuration of an audio control signal 
transmission apparatus. 

c) Figures 6 and 7 are drawn to television transmission and reception 
apparatus, respectively. 

d) Figure 12 is drawn to a control system for controlling operation of a 
video/audio signal recording and reproducing apparatus via a television 
reception apparatus. 

e) Figures 14 and 15 are drawn to another configuration of a television 
transmission and reception apparatus, respectively. 

f) Figure 17 is drawn to a program information transmission apparatus. 

g) Figure 20 is drawn to an audio signal reception/recording/reproduction 
apparatus. 

h) Figure 22 is drawn to a television transmission apparatus.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
